Tonowro, August 21.— The Globe's cable report to 
Her Majesty in council on the subject of the bounda- 
ries between Ontario and Manitoba rendered by the 
judicial committee of the Privy Council defines the 
western boundary and in part the northern boundary 
of Ontario. The southwestern boundary is the 
northwest angle of the Lake of the Woods, thence 
due North till English River is reached. The north- 
ern boundary so far as settied, is along the English 
River, including Lac Seul and Lake Joseph. With 
reference to the third question submitted by Ontario 
and Manitoba, to the Privy Council, namely: 
Whether in case legislation is needed to make the 
decision In this case binding or effectual, acts passed 
by a Parliament of Canada and the provincial legis- 
latures of Manitoba and Ontario in connection with 
Imperial act, will be sufficient, or whether a special 
Imperial act for the purpose will be necessary. The 
report expresses no opinion as to the necessity or 
otherwise of concurrent legislation by the provin- 
cial and Dominion Parliament being passed to make 
this decision binding and effective. The order in 
Council approves the report of the judicial commit- 
tes and commands the award be obeyed and car- 
ried into execution.

GREEN FLAGS AND BANNER MEN. 


The Two Great Divisions of the Chinese 
Nation's Army. 
Spectal Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
Wassixotox, August 21.—The members of the 
Chinese legislation here are watching the develop- 
ments in regard to the troubles between their coun- 
try and France, with a good dealof interest, They 
do not credit the reporta that the war is over, or 
that France has in a single week or month con- 
quered the Chinese nation. Their army and navy, 
they say, is something more in importance than this 
would indicate. They have great confidence in the 
fighting power of theirarmy. Their new steel gun- 
boats are, they say, very formidable. The army has 
since the Manchu conquest been divided into two 
sections, the Green Flags and the Banner Men. The 
latter are the more formidable, the Green Flags be- 


ing a sort of militia system. Of the Banner Men 
there are about 125,000, who are stationed near the 
Capital of the nation. These, they say, are only a 
Small section of the fighting strength of the army. 
The great mass of troops come from the interior of 
the country. Mongolia. they Say. is able alone to fur- 
nish a quarter of a million of warriors. Then there 
are of the Green Flags 600,000, and a considerable 
number scattered about at the various forts and 
military stations throughout the country. bring- 
ing the available force up to about 4 million. This 
is only the force immediately available. What the 
empire with its 450,000,000 of gene could raise on 
demand is pretty hard to say. It would be something 
enormous as to numbers. In addition to all these 
facts they * great stress on the fact that an 
adoption of European methods in the army has 
male it very formidable. Since Chinese Gordon 
set the Chinese —— in order and put a quick stop 
to the Taiping rebellion they have realized the im- 
portance of European methods and put them into 
active practice. The result is that beside having a 
large number of forts along the eoast bristling with 
Krupp guns, they havea good navy and between 
100,000 and 200.000 men drilled and equipped in 
thorough English style, and able to do first-class 
fighting at a minute’s notice. Modern arms of all 
sorts, both large und small, have been imported 
from abroad. aud ma:ufactories established in their 
Own country to make more.

ANGRY OLD SOLDIERS. 


A Mass Meeting Being Arranged to 
Criticise Whitney. 


List of Veterans Whose Names Were Re- 
jected by the Collector—What Mr. 
Whitney Has to Say on the Subject. 


There was considerable activity among the soldier 
element last evening, and the Post-Dispatcu was in 
considerable demand at the Posts, and other places 
where regular or impromptu meetings considered the 
latest charges of mnepotism and par- 
tiality against Collector Whitney, in 


the matter of his overlooking the p r claims of 
disabled soldiers for appointment. There was but 
little respect expressed for the recognition accorded 
Private Barney Seaman as one of the saviors of his 
county, and among the disabled and crippied there 
seemed to be a lament that they 
had not happened to be politicians with 
influence at the primaries. This morning 
avery wellknown veteran was seen by a Post-Dt1s- 
PATCH reporter, to whom was propounded a query 
as to the status of the army boys’ feeling toward 
Whitney. 

“I can't speak for them at all.“ said he, “but I am 

very weil aware that 

COLLECTOR WHITNEY'S LATEST ACTIONS 
have aroused something more than a tempest in a 
teapot for him and it will be funny if he doesn't find 
the gale rather fierce. Why! are the statutes of the 
United States to amount to nothing? Judging from 
Whitney's high-handed performances it would 
almost seem so. It is known, in this connection, 
that in defending himself recently by letter to 
the Treasury Department against the charge of 
siighting disabled and competent soldiers, he ex- 
cused his choice by maintaining that he took cogni- 
zance, in selecting Barney Seaman, of the phrase 
‘honorably discharged.’ Now, I insist that was a 
mere subterfuge on Whitney's part, as 
no law on the statute books are 
more explicit and clear than that giving to disabled 
soldiers the preference, everything else being equal, 
over any other applicant, even though his rival be a 
soldier honorably discharged. The section No. 1754 
of the Revised Stntutes,.reads' like this: ‘Persons 
honorably discharged from the military or naval 
service by reason of disability resulting from 
wounds or sickness incurred in the line of duty shall 
be preferred, etc. It is upon this clear expression 
of Congress that the old soldiers stand in their op- 
position to this cruel neglect of their rights. Fur- 
ther, we feel no more insulted in the matter of the 
chief janitorship than in the matter of minor posi- 
tions. Whitney has a number of assistant janitors 
who get 850 a month, and when those vacancies were 
to be filled the Pensioners’ Benevolent Union pre- 
sen

four children: making wages now of $34 a week.

VAN HORN AGAIN. 

The situation in the Kansas City district is 
not improved. The regularly constituted Dem- 
ogratic Convention of Jackson County appointed 
thirty-nine delegates to the District Convention. 
All of these were understood to be for WaLLace 
as against any man outside of Jackson County 
for Congress, because W aALLACE had received a 
large majority over all competitors in the Jack- 
son County primary election. But seven of the 
Thirty-nine were pledged to vote for FRANKLIN 
as first choice, and for WALLACE as second 
choice, in accordance with the primary vote of 
one Jackson County district which FRANKLIN 
carried over WALLACE by a majority of only 
twenty-three. But these thirty-nine delegates, 
finding that the District Convention was organ- 
ized toadmit from that particular Jackson 
County district seven contesting dele 
gates who were for anybody to beat 
WALLACE, bolted the convention, and, organ- 
izing another of their own, nominated WaL- 
LACE for Congress. The twenty-nine delegates 
from Lafayette and Johnson Counties recog- 
nized the seven contesting delegates from Jack- 
son and nominated Graves for Congress. 
Neither of the two can go before the people 
with the full authority of a regular party nom- 
ination, and Mr. WALLAck has proposed to 
Mr. GRAVES torefer the question between 
them toa primary election, that one to be ac- 
cepted as the Democratic nominee who is thus 
shown to be the choice of the Democratic 
voters of the Whole district. It is understood 
that Mr. GRavESs will reject this proposition, 
and appeal for recognition to the State Demo- 
cratic Committee. As there is plenty of time 
for a primary election that seems to be the best 
way out of the difficulty. Those Jackson 
County factions are so full of pluck and fight 
that no outside authority has ever succeeded in 
controlling them. 


AGGRESSIVE CAMPAIGNING. 

Mr. BLAINE was nominated against the em- 
phatic protest of the most respectable represen- 
tatives of the Republican party, and his nomi- 
nation was immediately repudiated by the larger 
portion of these protestants. Mr. CLEVELAND 
was nominated with the practically unanimous 
consent and approbation of the Democratic 
party, and in spite of all rumors to the contrary 
will receive its practically unanimous support 
at the polls, together with the support of at 
least four-fifths of those Republicans who have 
refused to indorse BLAINE. 

It was supposed, of course, that the issue | 
would turn upon the public records of the two 
candidates; that their respective champions 
would make the fight on that point alone, and 
call upon the people to chooge the man whose 
public acts showed him to be the best fitted for 
the high duties of the presidency. Accordingly 
Democratic journals attacked, in perfect- 
ly legitimate and honorable fashion, 
those acts of BLAINE which were most open to 
censure; those acts which had provoked Repub- 
lican antagonism to his nomination and the 
subsequent secession of the Independents. The 
material for this attack was drawn exclusively 
from the official proceedings of Congress, pub- 
lished correspondence of admitted authenticity, 
BLAINE’s own confessions, and the charges pre- 
ferred by Republican journals before and since 
the National Republican Convention. In other 
words, Democrats proposed to try BLAINE by 
his record, and let him stand or fall on that 
alone. They and the country had a right toex- 
pect that his friends would pursue a similar 
course in regard to CLEVELAND; that the Dem- 
ocratic nominee would also be tried by his 
record, and win or lose by that only. No other 
course is admissible in a politica] contest with- 
out serious detriment to political principles and 
serious demoralization of the popular con- 
science. 

Republicans made haste to disappoint 
this reasonable expectation. Finding, 
after brief and futile effort, that CLEVE- 
LAND had an absolutely invulnerable 
record, one which emerged from the sharpest 
criticism, not only unscathed, but brighter and 
better for the ordeal, they virtually conceded 
his superior merit in this respect and proceeded 
to assail his private character in a style which 
would have made a brothel-keeper blush. The 
stories concocted by a disreputable paper in 
Buffalo, assisted by one or two preachers who 
chose this method of recommending their sacred 
profession to a sinful world, were eagerly 
caughtup by the Republican press, amplified 
and commented upon day after day, and are 
now actually being circulated as campaign doc- 
uments by Republican committees! 

CLEVELAND met these dirty and cowardly 
tactics in clean and manly fashion. 
He said, “Tell the truth,” and the 
truth has been told, n by Democrats, but by 
Independent Republicans—some of whom are 
eminent clergymen—who declared that if the 
charges were true they could not and would 
not vote for the Democratic candidate. These 
gentlemen, after most careful and vigorous in- 
vestigation, have published their conclusion, 
which amounts toa complete vindication. There 
was no deception, no seduction, no abduction, 
no “habitual drunkenness,” no unbridled lust ;” 
only a single immoral act, at which let him 
who is without sin cast the first stone.” It is 
safe to assume that not one man who would, 
under any circumstances, have voted for CLEVE- 
LAND, will refuse to vote for him because of the 
vile slander which his Republican enemies are 
stili circulating, still holding up as the 
sole and sufficient reason why he should 
not obtain the votes of decent citizens. 

The Republican party is not only exclusively 
responsible for this wholly unnecessary and un- 
justifiable assault upon de Democratic nomi- 
nee, but for what its own candidate is suffering 
in the way of a brutal retaliation. Buaine has 
nobody to blame but his Republican advocates 
for the scandalous resurrection of the village 
scandals of his early days. Though the story 


has long been public property, so far as public | 


gossip can make it such, no Democratic journal 
thought of putting it in priht, nor was it even 
openly alluded to by any Democratic paper 
until after Republicans had deliberately inau- 
gurated a campaign of buch filth And now, 
notwithstanding the extreme provocation, Dem- 
ocratic journals, with a few insignificant ex- 
ceptions, ignore the ulisavory subject al- 
together, or refuse to countenance the story, 
and the authorized representatives of the 
Democratic party sternly refuse to sanction 
such warfare in any way, shape or form, treat- 
ing the charges as a cruel impertinence, even 
if true. 

What, then, has been gained by this filthy 
campaigning? It has not taken a single vote 
from CLEVELAND, and has given him an oppor- 
tunity for a rare display of genuine manhood 
and moral courage. And it has been directly in- 
strumenta! in casting a shadow upon the family 
of Mr, Bate which will darken their lives as 
long as one of his blood lives to bear its blight. 
Ten Presidencies are not worth the price which 
Republican campaign managers have compelled 
Mr. BLams to pay for the remote chance of 
getting one; and if he can congratulate himself 
upon the possession of such remorseless friends, 
he certainly has neither honor to lose nor heart 
to be wounded. 


THE most frigid thing in journalism just now 
is the agonized wailing of the Chicago Tribune 
and the Globe-Democrat over what they call 
Democratic mud-throwing“ and personal 
abuse of Mr. BLAIxx. The most conspicuous 
mud-splotches on the escutcheon of the Repub- 
lican nominee are those with whichit was be- 
spattered by those two journals. On May 28, 
1884, but three short months ago, the Globe- 
Democrat. said: “Mr. BLAINE is an unclean 
man and the people will not have him. He 
stands self-convicted of prostituting the high 
offices he has hel to build up a private fortune, 
ot cohabiting with corruption for dishonest 
money. His record would damn him.“ For 
years the Chicago Tribune had nothing better 
to say of Mr. BLAixx than these words, which 
it applied to him in 1876: “They (the Repub- 
licans) knew him as a lobbyist before he en- 
tered Congress, seeking contracts for the sup- 
ply of arms. They knew him while in Congress 
and while Speaker as the inside friend of wild- 
cat corporations, ruling as Speaker to save their 
bills, as claiming reward for his official action, 
and as engaged in selling the worthless bonds of 
such corporations, receiving large gratuities 
therefor.” , 

THE real workers in the Anti-Monophly cause 
in New York,and the real’representatives of the 
New York labor organizations are satisfied 
with Governor CLEVELAND’s record and de- 
clare that they have obtained more favorable 
legislation under his administration than under 
that of any other New York Governor since 
the agitation began.

Kansas Crrr. August I. Pete Johnson of St.

A HEARTLESS JOKE, 


How It Helped a Heartless Woman to 
Make Her Lover a Suicide. 
Baltimore Cor. Cincinnati Enquirer. 

A distressing case of insanity has just come 
to light in this city through the death of Charles 
E. Livingston, a well-known young merchant 
and a member of one of Baltimore’s wealthiest 
and best-known families. 

Young Livingston two years was quite a 
favorite among high social cireles, and mnch 
surprise was manifested among his acquaint- 
ances last fall when the announcement of his 
marriage to Miss Nettie Bowers” was pub- 
lishec in the daily papers here. Inquiry devel- 
oped that the young woman Bowers was 4 per- 


son of questionable character, and that the al- 


leged marri was a hoax perpetrated by 
friends of Livingston. The day after the mar- 
riage notice a denial of the matter was made in 
the daily papers. Notwithstanding this fact 
young Livingston appeared to. be a chang 
man from that time forth. He had not the 
slightest acquaintance with the Bowers girl, 
and denounced his so-called friendsin bitter 
terms for coupling his name with that of so de- 

raved a creature. 

t appears that Livingston had been paying at- 
tention to an estimable young lacy residin 
next door to his residence on street, — 
rumor has it that they were to have been mar- 
ried last spring, but upon Miss Thomas hearin 
of the alleged intimacy between her afflanced 
husband and the Bowers girl she immediately 
wrote young Livingston, dismissing him and 
forever forbidding to enter her honse. She also 
stated she intended leaving at once to visit rel- 
atives in New York, and hence it was useless 
for him to attempt to explain his unpardonabie 
W 

This last step was a crushing blow to young 
Livingston, and, upon receiving Miss Thomas’ 
note at his place of business, he excused himself 
from further work, and went at once to her 
house. The servant informed him that Miss 
Thomas requested to be excused, but he insisted 
on seing her, and was so persistent that a broth- 
er of Miss Thomas became angered and ejected 
him from the house. 

No tidings were had of him after this for two 
days, when he was found near Towson, Balti- 
more County, Md., lying in an unconscious con- 
dition near the roadside. A small vial of 
morphine was by his side, and it was evident he 
had partaken of the contents with the intention 
of suicide. He was removed to the City Hos- 
pital, where, after examining his clothing, let- 
ters and papers were found upon his person 
plainly showing who he was, and the cause of 
the suicidal act. In an envelope directed to 
Mrs. Thomas were the following sad words: 

„My Dear Bessie—Do you now believe me 
innocent? This is the only way that I can con- 
vince you that what I wrote you is true. I 
did not know that you would continue firm in 
your belief of my intimacy with that miserable 
girl. I now on the eve of my death, swear to 
you I never saw or heard of her; and that the 
article in the paper was placed there by a per- 
son who fully knew it would cause you to cast 
me off. Iam twenty-three years old to-mor- 
row, and I can truthfully say I never took a 
drink of liquor, smoked a cigar or visited an 
abode of sin in my life. 1 write you this plain- 
lyy for I must not die without first exonerating 
myself. * * * To the person Who has brought 
about all this trouble I lay all the blame. 0 
has not only seperated two loving hearts (for I 
know you lowed me once), but he has also 
caused a life to be taken. In his quiet 
moments I want him to ask himself if he is not 
a murderer. Faithfully yours even 8 . 


Young Livingston's family, upon ascertain- 
ing where he was, had him removed from the 
hospital to his home, and everything was done 
to prolong his lifé. In this respect the physi- 
cians were successful fora brief period only. 
Upon regaining consciousness it was evident 
his mind was affected, and at times his ravings 
were heart-rending. Frequently he would ex- 
claim: No, Bessie, I never wronged you. 
They told you lies to part us,” etc. 

The most talented physicians, both from New 
York and abroad, were summoned by his fam- 
ily, but his mind continued to give way, and a 
few weeks aga he was pronounced incurable. 
Preparations were made to have him removed 
to Spring Grove Asylum for the Iusane, when 
he became quite ill. Monday iast death put an 
end to his sufferings, and the next day all that 
was left on earth of the handsome form of 
Charlie Livingstone was quickly interred in 
Greenmount Cemetery. 

Notwithstanding every effort was made to 
induce Miss Thomas to visit young Livingston 
during his illness, she refused todoso, and, it 
is said, she entered with zest into the gayeties 
in New York even after she had been informed 
of Livingston's death. In explanation of her 
conduct she denies her engagement to deceased, 
but says Livingston had proposed for her hand 
but had not got his reply when the publication 
of his alleged marriage caused her to take the 
step she did. She did not come tothe funeral, 
but sent a floral offering. Livingston's family 
would not receive it, and ordered its return to 
the florist. 

The acquaintances of deceased who perpe- 
trated the cruel joke are deeply distressed at 
the result, and it should be stated that since the 
publication of the article a to 
make amends, and wrote to Miss Thomas that 
it was a hoax, all to no purpose. Livingston 
was 2A years old.
